News of the death of the explorers 
wa® brought to civilization today by 
the t ap tain of the T erra 
Nova, 
the 
ship which had taken Scott's expedi­ 
tion to the south and which had gone 
again to bring them back after the 
accom plishm ent of their task Only a 
few brief bulletins were sent today 
from the New Zealand port of Oamaru 
by the captain of the T erra Nova, who 
related the fate of the party and then 
I Proceeded with his vessel for Lyfctle- 
Iton, where he should arrive Thursday. 
| 
Capt. Scott’s party, said Douglas W. 
Ereshfield, vice president of the Geo­ 
graphical Society, in m aking the an­ 
nouncement, found Capt. Roald Arn un- 
Ben’s hut and records at the South 
Pole. On the return trip, about March 
29. 1912, eleven miles from One Ton 
Depot, a blizzard overwhelmed them. 
They had suffered greatly from hun­ 
ger and exposure, and the death of 
Scott, Bow ers and Wilson w as virt­ 
ually due to that. They died soon aft­ 
er the blizzard swept down on the 
party 
Oates died from exposure a 
few 
days later The death of Evans result­ 
ed from a fall. 
The other m em bers of the expedi­ 


tion are reported to he in good health. 
A searching party discovered the bod­ 
ies of the victim s and recs rebs some 
time later *
